The quantities of Eft-Iwdis Manuſacures lately Imported, and the proſpet of much 
greater [> a very/faden time, has been the great occaſion of the rune of the Canterbury Trade, 
which is reduced in leſs than three Years time, above Sever Parts in Eighe; And have 
alſo neceflitated moſt of the Londen Silk-I#eavers to give over their Trades ; many of them 
are gone to Ireland, and other Foreign Parts; and a great many- of thoſe lefe behind are fallen 
to Comb, Card and Spin Wooll, and make Worfted Stuffs, Draggets, Says, Serger, and almoſt all 
other ſorts of our Woollen ManufaQtares, which have, and muſt of Neceflity, hinder the Feaver: 
and Clethiers, in the ſeveral Counties and Places where rheſs Manufa&tures have been for a long 
time made. The ſad Effeas whereof are already fo ſenſibly felt in the Ciries of Norwich acid Can- 
terbury, chat grezt multitudes are there out of Imployment ; and being fo, arereducedto great 
Neceflicies, and thereupon grown very uneaſie and burdenſome to thoſe Cities and Neighbonr- 
hoods : | And akbough the Eef-Indis Advocates pretend and infinuate, That the reafon of the 
and Canterbury Weavers leaving off, proceeds from the want of Raw Silk,” which is ttow 
very ſcarce and dear z this, tho' in ſome meaſure is allow'd to have leflen'd their Trade, yet the 
principal Cauſe proceeds from the Ezſt-India Silks, Bengals, and fine painted Callico's : For were 
they not brought in, and fo generally worn here, the Weavers cou'd ſtill very well have gone on 
with their Trades in Slight Silks, Half Silks, and the like. And that which adds ſtill to their 
misfortune, is, That there has been (as we are told, and fear it's too true) above 620, 000 l.in lels 
than TenMonchs,ſent to the Ezft Indies, the Returns being moſt in ManufaQured Goods, deſtroys 
their future hopes, unleſs ſome reſtraint be put upon the Expenſe of theſe Indian Commodities. 


This being the true State of the CASE, 


THE Manufa#urers are therefore come again, to lay before the Parliament a Repreſentation 
thereof, and hopefome regard wilt be had to the Prefervation of the Manufattures of this King- 
dom ; if not for their ſakes, yet for the numerous Poor that have their dependance thereupon ; 
and for the Landlords and Tenants, whole Intereſts is alſo concern'd in this matter : For we think 
it will not admit of an Argument, to prove, That if the Manufa&wrers be diſcouraged and rui- 
ned, the Owners and Farmers muſt ſhare in the misfortune : And that the Eaſt-Imdia ManufaRures 
worn in this Kingdom will do it, we think muſt be very plain and obvious to all that will ſeri- 
ouſly conſider the Caſe, and that are not Ezft-Indis Merchants, or otherwiſe concern'd in In- 
tereſt, or miſled by their ſly Inſinuations, or fallacious way of Argumentation. And for better 
Information of ſuch. it's deſired they would read the Obſervations of the Admired Author of the 
Eſſay on the E2ft-ndia Trade, in his Efſay upon the Probable Methods of making a People Gainers 
by the Balance of Trade,p.128. And that part of an Eſſay on the State of England,in relation to its 
Trade,its Poor,and its Taxes, which relates to theEaft-IndiaT rade(writ by Mr.Fobn Cary):And if theſe 
will not ſatisfy their doubts, there will very ſhortly be farther Anſwers given to all material 0b- 
jefions that have been raiſed againſt this Reſtri&ion ; and in the mean time, we humbly con- 
ceive our Caſe deſerves the £onſideration of the Parliament, as well as either the O/4 or New 
Eaſt-ladia Companies, and Hope, and Pray, it may be conſidered accordingly.

That the Engliſh Manufatturers, finding che the Eſt x 6 Traders endeavouring to get an Eftabliſh- 
ment by 4# of Parliament, and knowing how or it might prove co cheir ManufaQtures,unlefs - 
they were in ſome mealure reſtrain'd, made their Application co the Parliament, and in Two 
ſucceeding Seflions a Re—— Bill was paſt in their Favour in the Houſe of Commons, and a 
Third being drawn up in a different Method to the Two former, was ſtopt thereupon. 

That the Propoſal of advancing Two Millions for the Supply of the Government, was the great 
Inducement for the Eftabliſhment ofthe New Company ; and the Reaſons the ManufaQturers did 
not then ſo vigorauſly complain and follicite againſt the Eſtabliſhment, as formerly they had 
done, proceeded from the fair Promiſes given by the New Eaf-India Men, and the Hope of a 
more Fee Opportunity ; being unwilling to ? diſturbthe Loan lo neceſſary then to be raiſed.
